The editors of the well-known Popular 
Mechanics Magazine have selected and re- 
printed in these 12 volumes a great many 
articles for the person who likes to work 
with his hands. It is therefore not an ency- 
clopedia in the usual sense but a collection 
of short pieces providing directions for a 
vast number of do-it-yourself projects. 

The Popular Mechanics Do-It-Yourself 
Encyclopedia was published in 1955. The 
original source of this material is obviously 
the file of the Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
About a dozen items in the 1954-1955 span 
of the magazine were found to be repro- 
duced exactly, without color, or with slight 
rearrangement of pictures. There is also 
considerable duplication with other Pop- 
ular Mechanics Press books. A brief check 
on What to Make (annual, 1939- ) vol- 
umes 1-10 showed 11 articles to be the 
same in the two sets. Likewise some of 
their other single volumes such as How to 
Lay Linoleum and Tile (1954) and How to 
Paint with Brush and Spray (1951) have 
material that is the same as that found in 
Do-It-Yourself Encyclopedia. 

These comparisons reveal the rather 
curious fact that while articles in the other 
Popular Mechanics publications are cred- 
ited to individual authors the same articles 
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have been reproduced exactly in the Ency- 
clopedia with no author mentioned. Simi- 
larly, editors of the set are not listed by 
name. 

The Foreword states that the set is “for 
homeowner and craftsman .. . [to keep a] 
household well-run, well-furnished and in 
good repair... . This encyclopedia has hun- 
dreds of authors and illustrators . . . [who 
are] the same skilled craftsmen, the easy- 
to-understand writers and the trained il- 
lustrators who produce the famous maga- 
zine Popular Mechanics, and the host of 
how-to-do-it books published by Popular 
Mechanics Press. . . . The handy alphabeti- 
cal arrangement of these volumes makes 
it easy to find answers to a bewildering 
number of home problems. The complete 
index in volume twelve will act as a 
further aid to quick location of material.” 

An effort was made without success to 
find an encyclopedia with the same scope 
for comparative purposes. Various Popular 
Mechanics Press series such as the annual 
What to Make, the Do-It-Yourself Books, 
and Craftsman’s Library are individual 
books made up of similar material, but 
none attempts to be a single unified set 
covering all topics found in the Encyclo- 
pedia. In order to check individual as- 
pects of the coverage, sections in Better 
Homes and Gardens Handyman’s Book 
were scanned. The hand tools suggested 
for basic equipment were practically the 
same in both works and instructions for 
using these tools were in agreement. Better 
Homes had more illustrations compared 
with text and put emphasis on basic skills. 
Some of the Encyclopedia articles were 


longer and would help the experienced 
person more than those in Better Homes. 
The section on electrical repairs in Better 
Homes had better coverage for the begin- 
ner than the Enyclopedia because of its 
clear directions for checking fuse boxes, 
electric cords, appliance plugs, lamps and 
sockets, repairing doorbells, and care of 
motors (for vacuum cleaners, mixers, etc.). 
In so far as could be discovered, similar 
subjects were treated in the Enyclopedia in 
one short paragraph describing some spec- 
ial way to deal with these problems or 
were omitted entirely. Yet the Encyclo- 
pedia gives details for repairing electric 
clocks, irons, alarms, motors, electromag- 
nets, television sets, and even rewiring a 
house. The general impression is that the 
user would need some experience and con- 
siderable equipment to follow many of the 
directions on electrical repairs in the Ency- 
clopedia. 

Of the many fields of interest covered in 
the set, directions for making furniture and 
cabinetwork predominate. A great deal is 
included on home repair and improvement, 
automobile care, home shop projects, use of 
power tools, crafts, and hobbies. To a lesser 
degree such topics as gardening are in- 
cluded, There are a few special lists scat- 
tered through the set, such as A Dictionary 
of Shop Terms, Blue Print Symbols, Paint 
Mixing Guide for Matching and Touching 
Up, and A Pipe for... Any Job. 

The material on hobbies emphasizes in- 
dustrial arts or craft activities. For in- 
stance, the article Start a Gem Collection 
involves considerable manual activity but 
collecting coins, stamps, autographs, and

Discussion on Weaving is limited primarily 
to instructions on’ how to build a loom. 
Hand Loom Techniques describes in text 
and diagram the parts of a loom and the 
threading and weaving process, using the 
special terminology of the craft. Although 
the article is good, a person really wishing 
to do much weaving would need a whole 
book on the subject to obtain ideas on ma- 
terials to use and patterns for threadings. 
Just as the articles on weaving are wide- 
ly separated, so are those on other subjects. 
Care and repair of an automobile is found 
chiefly in the C volume under Car, but bat- 
tery, cold (for cold weather starting), 
gasoline, oil, motor, tires, and winterizing 
are other key words to material on the 
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subject. Furniture articles are also scat- | 


tered. Table is a heading for one item, yet 
table designs may be found under F for 
furniture, under D for dining-room furni- 
ture, L for lawn furniture, and O for oc- 
casional table. In addition, related articles 


that do stand side by side might be made | 


more effective by rewriting and consolidat- 
ing as, for example, the three separate 
articles entitled Workshop Planning. A 


homeowner might well prefer a separate | 


book on auto repair and care and another 


on upkeep of the home, where material is | 


presented in logical sequence. 

Articles are clearly written, amply il- 
lustrated, and usable for a handy man. 
Diagrams showing dimensions and other 
details are uniformly legible for anyone 
with moderately good eyesight though fig- 
ures are quite small. Halftone pictures 


suffer from the porous, relatively poor | 
quality of the paper though for the most | 


part important details are not lost through 
cloudiness. 


Although a great amount of information 


is contained in this set, it is difficult to find 


quickly because of a number of oddities in | 
arrangement.

of P’s; these might better have been in- 
cluded in volume 8. 

Since there are no page numbers, the 
user is entirely dependent upon the ar- 
rangement of the articles. Although the 
Foreword speaks of “a handy alphabetical 
arrangement,” the articles are entitled 
much as those in the magazine, hence the 
key word may be in a phrase or only 
implicit in the subject matter. Examples of 
headings with the key word for alphabeting 
italicized are Tree Bracing, Tree-felling, 
Trellises You Can Make, Tom-Thumb 
Trellises Improve Indoor Gardens, Pan- 
Tilt Tripod Head, and, in another group, 
Car Springs, 12-Point Spring Inspection, 
Keep Your Car Riding Like New. There 
are no running heads so there is no indica- 
tion of the alphabetization or the key word 
of the title to assist the user. 

With this type of heading and unnum- 
bered pages, use of the set would be frus- 
trating even with a well-organized index. 
The index to this set, however, is really a 
listing of the titles, inverted to show the 








alphabetical sequence followed and the 
topics in the order in which they are 
treated in the main articles. Titles as used 
in the Index have been expanded in some 
cases by an additional phrase such as How 
to Make or How to Build. See also refer- 
ences are included which may help some in 
locating material. For example, one head- 
ing in the Index reads:

An index arranged in this fashion has 
little use except as a source for see refer- 
ences. Some are helpful; others are not. 
For example, after finding Lathes see 
Metal, one has to look through two columns 
of headings beginning with metal before 
finding Metal Lathe Accessories, Metal 
Lathe Accessories Rack, Metal Lathe Tool 
Tips, Metal Lathe Techniques. Some arti- 
cles have no cross references. Youngster’s 
Chest Bed is alphabeted under Y. There is 
no cross reference to it under furniture, 
chest, bed nor under any heading begin- 
ning with child or children. 

The red fabrikoidlike binding with black 
design and gold lettering is attractive and 
the sewing is fairly sturdy. Each volume 
is a convenient size and weight to handle. 
It is unfortunate that a poor quality of 
paper was used because the generally dark 
reproduction of photographs cheapens the 
appearance of the set. 

The Popular Mechanics Do-It-Yourself
